Y/c acid our opinion on the results of the tv/q 
recent by-elections to those of our contempor- 
aries which arc printed in nn adjoining column. 
It Is notable that in none of the editorial ex- 
tracts— which represent a fair cross-section of 
v/cekly opinion— do the editors ecc anything sal- 
vageable for the Liberal party. 

We venture that the Liberal party is not par- 
ticularly a loser in the contests even though 
that party's candidates were second to Con- 
servative candidates. We doubt thai the show- 
ing of Liberal candidates is significant at Oils 
time. What »h going to count Is the result of. a t 
general election which Is coming closer as the 
Liberal majority is pared. 

Ab the middle-of-the-road party, the Liberals 
have the best chance of winning the next gen* 
eral election. The Conservatives with their in- 



The results of -recent by-elections' for the 
federal parliament Invite public interest. Three 
have been held in recent weeks. As a result, the 
King administration loses two ccata, but the of- 
ficial opposition gains only one. 

Down in Quebec, a Liberal seat was captured 
by the representative of a minor political group. 
In Parkdolc, a traditionally Tory eeat was re- 
tained by that party, but v/ith a much reduced 
majority. But in Portage la Prairie, a Liberal 
seat was squelched by a Progressive-Conserva- 
tive, 'giving Mr. Brachcn another follower and 
giving Mr. King one less, The outcome of 
tho three recent elections nets a I033 of Iv/o 
Liberal seats, and reduces Mr. King's majority to 
a narrow margin of five over, oil opposition 
parties. 

But there Is another side of the voting. Both 
(winning) candidates represent their ridings 
under a minority vote. In Porkdolc, n total of 
23,448 votes' were cast, and the successful can- 
didate polled only 8493, little over one-third of 
the total. In Portage the . total vote, with one 
poll out, was 11,433- Of this number the suc- 
cessful candidate polled 4,600, or 40.14 per cent, 
of the total. In Parkdalc the winner polled less 
than 3G per cent, of the total vote. 

A system of voting which permits a member 
to sit as representative of a riding with C4 per 
cent, of the vote registered in opposition to him, 
la worth some serious reflection. It Is not rule 
by the majority. While it is part and parcel of 
our voting system, it begins to look as if the 
time has come for a closer study of tho method 
which produces such a result. 

As an outcome of the elections on Qel. 21, 
there is a renewal of the demand in some sec- 
tions of the daily press for a more sympathetic 
approach to the single transferable voting system, 
through which a voter Is given opportunity to

If the 
liberals can achieve a peaceful succession to 
the party throne, their rule v/ill be propagated 
until the Conservatives catch up v/ith the present 
and the C.C.F. modifies its doctrines of state 
control.

BY-ELECTIONS AGAINST 
KING GOVERNMENT

The by-elections are not going well for the 
King government. Following so soon after the 
defeat of the Liberal candidate in pontine, Que., 
which was pretty generally regarded as a safe 
Liberal seat, the election' of two Progressive- 
Conservatives brings the Liberal membership 
down to 124. One of these is the Speaker of the 
House of Commons, who may vote, only in ease 
of a tie. The death of Hon. P. J." A. Cardln 
vacates a seat temporarily and if Fred Rose, 
Communist MP., fails jn his appeal on the 
•espionage charges, it will mean two by-elections 
in Quebec. These will be of great Importance 
to the government as they will indicate what 
the Uberal prospects in Quebec may be. . . , 

While the win of Aid. Timmins (in Parkdale) 
was cheered as a great victory (for the Con- 
servatives), it doesn't look so much so when 
compared with the number voting and the num- 
ber of names on the voters' list. 

The Progressive-Conservative victory in Por- 
tage la Prairie was somewhat of a surprise, . . . 
Jaf/ray Wood, the Liberal candidate, on Oct. 
21. was a prominent farmer, active in agricul- 
tural organirations. In Ottawa bis defeat was 
Interpreted by the Conservatives its an indica- 
tion of western feeling on the govcrnmQnt'6' 
tunil policy. 



MONDAY'S BY-ELECTIONS 
SHOW NO DECISIVE TRENDS

The by-elections held on Oct. 21 did not seem 
to indicate any decided political trend, unless the 
reduced vote polled and' the manner it v/os split 
up is to be interpreted as a Jack of public inter- 
est, or want of decisive preference, arising out 
of lack of sympathy v/ith the King jjovernment's 
handling of the post-war situation. The Hon. C. 
D. Howe has admitted that the elections have 
reduced government prestige. The Progressive- 
Conservatives can take comfort from the fact 
they elected their candidates in both ParkdalcJ 
and Portage la Prairie; but the majorities were 
not ImprosKive. In view of labor unrest, and 
the action of some labor bodies in declaring in 
favor -of the C.C.F., the increased support for 
that candidate in Parkdale is not surprising; but 
does not give ground for believing that the 
party is as yet a formidable contender for office. 
The Portage election, where the C.C.F, candi- 
date trailed behind the other two, was probably 
a more accurate Indication, of the party's place 
in public esteem. However, the precarious posi- 
tion in which the King government finds itself 
v/ith its over-all majority in the House of Com- 
mons practically wiped out, does give the C.C.F. 
group in the House of Commons a balance of 
pov/er by whielif they can exercise considerable 
influence on government action and legislation. 
The Portage election will strengthen Mr. Brack- 
en's prestige as leader, and the elections do dis- 
pose of any impression that the Conservative 
party- is no longer a first rank factor in the 
Canadian political sphere.

Electors v/ill hove tv/o weeks 
this year, by reason of a change 
in the Ontario Municipal Act, to 
think over town problems and 
the most suitable candidates be- 
fore casting their ballots. The 
candidates will have plenty of 
time to visit the electors if a 
contest ensue*. 

The question ofthc town fin- 
ancial statement presents a prob- 
lem both to the council and. to 

the electors. Usually the state* 

ments, distributed at nomination 
meetings, cover tov/n receipts and 
expenditures to December 15 and 
give the electors all but 15 days 
of the true picture of the munici- 
pal financial structure.
